Bureau, Detroit Police Department, disclosed that DUDLEY F, 
RANDALL, Detroit Police Department #67013, was arrested 
5/16/42 on a charge of murder. This individual, at the time 
of his arrest, was desxibed as 28 years dd, 5 f 8|", 148 pounds, 
medium brown complexion, slim build, black hair, and the
